The Coal Miners. 


The executive committee of the associ- 


ation of miners and mine laborers of dis- 
trict No. 3 held a meeting at Springfield 
Saturday, and at its conclusion issued an 
address to thu public, etating that the 
proprietors of the mines at Pans, Lin- 
coln, Niantic, Deoatur, and at Beard's 
mine, have refused to adopt the arbitrat- 
ed rates of wages ,agreed upon May 5th. 
They say no strike will be ordered for the 
present against this refusal, and they call 
on the public for sympathy and support 
in their demand for the rate fixed by the 
b.ard, A delegate meeting of miners of 
the district is called for next Friday, the 
S8tb, nt SpriDgat-U, when the course of 
the nji:iers on thia subject will be dis- 
cussed. There ia no change in the situa- 
tion iu Dueatur. It is understood that B 
majority of the miners are satisfied wiih 
the o d scale—70 cents a ton and 6U cents 
per yard for dead work. 


A $4,OOO Improvement. 


Justice Curtis was discovered this 


morning making a rough draft of plans 
for an expensive addition to his hotel 
property, the Hotel Brunswick, to fill up 
the vacant lot on tbe north side. It will 
t>e a three-story brick addition, giving 
the hotel 15 more rooms, a dining room 
seating 100 people comfortably and a 
large kitchen.

The handsome park built by the Deca- 


tar Base Ball Association, south of Oik- 
land Park, was dedicated yesterday after- 
noon in a fitting menaer. It was a

was fully occupied in preparing for an- 
other voyage, which began May 19,1853, 
aud ended October lltb, 1806. 
His 


health at this time was so precarious, 
(rum an organic disease of the heart, he 
himself s-iid, when he day down at night, 
that he had little expectation of being 
alive in the morning; and when able to 
work, his time was spent on hie book 
which when finished, he remarked, "Poor 
as it is, has been my coffin." 
Immedi- 


ately it was done be sailed for England, 
hoping an improvement in health, but 
reaching London in November, 1866, a 
few weeks convinced him he was gaining 
nothing. Accordingly be sailed for Ha- 
vana, where OD February 16tn, 1857 he 
breathed his last, tenderly cared for by 
his mother and brother. 


Now, if I am all wrong in this, will 


your correspondent be good enough to 
tell me when and where Kane was mar- 
ried sand why the wife has never been 
heard from in his out-going or home- 
coming? Why was she not at bis bed- 
side when ill ai'd djing? I paufe for a 
reply, for I have a sincere and steadfast 
admiration for Eiieha Kane as a good 
man and an intrepid explorer, and can 
devoutly gay, pettce'to bis ashes.

The Gas Well Bonanza,

a stock company be formed to develop 
the well and atilizu the gits as the people 
have done at Litcbfield. Says the New 
Era: 


Mr. Robinson, as an experiment, laid a pipe 


from tbe gas T ell to his kitchen stove on Mon- 
day, and hi» good wife was enabled to get sup- 
per by gas. The arrangement worked to per- 
fection, and many of our citizens went over 
to see how the thing succeeded. Everyone 
was well pleased, and fully satisfied that nat- 
ural gas was a success, tbe quantity used In 
the stove being more than needed, yet it failed 
to make any perceptible difference in the 
blaze at the well. Our people are becoming 
aroused to the fact that the bonanza well can 
and should be utilized not oniy as a means of 
lighting our homes and streets, but for cook- 
ing. Nearly every person whom we have ad- 
dressed on the subject has expressed a wlllin g- 
ness to pay as much for gas as both coal and 
oil coats him per year. Our people seem a 
little slow and cautious about taking up with 
such a new enterprise, but ttat ie fust what 
should be in all things. Before going inlo 
anything requiring either capital or labor, the 
cost should iirst be counted. In which case 
there is sure to be preparation to meet any 
emergency, Now that our people are con- 
vinced that the gas well is a bonanza, let us 
go ahead to perfecting arrangements to use it 
to the best advantage.

A Few Poultry Votes. 


As the poultry business hae of late 


years assumed such immense proportions 
and as BO many of our city and county 
readers are engaged in the industry to * 
greater or lest extent, we shall occasion- 
ally hereafter give a few items of interest 
for the benefit of all engaged in poultry 
raising.

How Pensions Are Granted and Who Get 


Them—Gossip About the President's 
Marriage— Cupid Amoiiu tbe Statesmen. 
Stanley Matthews and Governor Long.

WASHINGTON, May 24.—The president's 


veto of a large number of pension bills passed 
by congress, has called attention to the im- 
mense sums which the United States has been 
paying out in pensions 
Of the 9,000 bills 


introduced into the house this session, 
about one-third are bills granting private 
pensions, 
and it 
has 
become possible 


for any soldier, whether he has seen hard 
service or not, to get a pension, provided he 
has a fi lend or two in the house or senate. 
Soldiers whose claims have been rejected by 
the pension office make their application to 
congress and they are granted 
Bills for 


pensioning different classes of soldiers not 
now on the rolls are passed with little dis- 
cussion, and during the last congress we 
came within an ace of the extension of the 
arrears act, which would have involved an 
additional expenditure of $250,000,000. Sup- 
posing the population of the United States to 
be 50,000,000 this would have been an addi- 
tional tax of 85 upon every man, woman 
and chi'd ui the country. 
Counting five to 


the family, it would have been $25 extra 
taxes for every family in the United States, 
and considering that the tax is an indirect 
one, it w ou d have been evenly distributed, 
with little regard to wealth. 


No count y in the wot Id compares with 


the Unitnd States in her liberality to her 
wounded soldiers. For years past our pen- 
sions have svLt aged between $50,000,000 and 
$66,000,000 a year, and in 1885 the total 
amount pud out from the beginning of ths 
gove'iim^nt was more than $724,000 000 At 
the same i ate ,it must be moie than $800,- 
01)0,000 at the present tune. 
This makes the 


pension expenditures of the government 
More than one-twelfth of all its expenses, 
not including interest, since its organisation.

S!*1 de- 
nies heraelt bodily ease from a curious feel- 
ing that she ought to which her reason 
doesn't indorse. She makes every bit of toil 
as hard as possible, although she talks much 
about simplifying h.e and labor. 


Another woman thinks she was a man ic 


in existence' immediately preceding this, be- 
cause she doesn't care a cent for men; finds 
it impossible to love them, and is bored by 
thesoci'ty of the handsomest and best of 
them in an hour or less time. 


And still another admits having been a 


gossip and talebearer in another life. Dur- 
ing her childhood she would risk breaking 
her neck any time to be the first to tell some- 
thing on somebody. However interesting it 
is to surmise what our pluvious lives were, it 
is still more interesting to shape out our 
future lives. Aceoriling to the Buddhistic 
theory we can be what we wish to be. We 
are creating our future lives now. In truth, 
that is a law which fulfills itself even in this 
world, as Stonawall JacksOn, who believed 
in it, demonstrated. Emerson also believed 
that every man could possess what he wished 
to possess if he would only pay the price. 


Not every one who believes in re-embodi- 


ment of spirit is a Buddhist 
People of all 


religions and of no religion take to it, at 
least just now when it seems to be the TOgne. 
it is gratifying to the ego; it makes every 
man his own ancestor, and ranks him in th« 
matter of age and experience equal with the 
oldest and wisest One of the chief allure- 
ments of this theory is that it makes no man 
older than the youngest infant, except in this 
round of life. It consoles the old, for it 
promises them youth over again. I talked 
with one of its strongest adherents the other 
day—a man who** opinion on all subjects 
pertaining to the mundane welfare of man- 
kind is honored. I asked him what was the 
strongest point he could make in favor of 
the re-embodiment theory. 


"The justice of it," he answered. "It is 


the only plan which promises absolute jus- 
tice to every human being, and makes eacli 
responsible for bunielf. I believe that we 
are the creatures of centuries, of cycles, of 
millions cn-1 millions of ages. We have al- 
ways a future befoi e us greater than the 
past Our blunders can be retrieved, our 
sins atoned for, our longings realized. We 
shall reap as we have sown, ami, mark you, 
this belief makes us exceedingly particular 
in the sowing. H I were to play the tyrant 
and oppressor here I truly believe that in 
my next imbodiment I should pay the pen- 
alty by being a luiserabla serf, aud I should 
deserve it, too " 


"How about your intermediate time—the 


period betvreen your death here and your re- 
birth'" 


"Oh, we devote that time to getting rested 


and re'freshfd for the next fight. Betweon 
each physical existence the individual unit 
passes through a period o£ existence in the 
corresponding spiritual world. The Baddhiits 
call that, or tUe highestphase of it, Devachan, 
and say that the soul rests there from 1,500 
to 2,000 yei.r» 
For my part I believe that it 


dies'out of its spiritual existence as we die 
out ot this life, and in the process is really 
born into another worldly existence. The 
life of a man, like a world system, is a tar- 


mfuable period. 
And then, did you ever 


think of the unfairness of dividing our life 
into thirty or seventy years here, and an 
eternity on the other side of the gravel It 
isn't a fair shake. The only eternity that 
seems just and possible to me is an etei nity 
of lives, which will give every soul action, 
development, as well as disburse the rewards 
and penalties 
We are experiencing a part 


of that eternity uow, arid we always have 
been." 


"But if your theory is correct children are 


not really related to their parents?" 


"On'y by the laws of attraction. 
Spirits 


will reek embodiment through agencies like 
themselves; but if these are not accessible I 
believe the impulse to live is so overpowering 
that they will seize any opportunity of enter- 
ing life that pi esents itself, and that accounts 
for the incongruities we often see in families 
and surroundings." 


"But if you lived before you ought to have 


some recollection of it." 


"Not necessarily, although we are not sure 


but we do. 
Whence come the thoughts, 


fancies and vague, far-off memories that al1 
are familiar with! Who knows how much 
of his mental coloring he owes to this Me 
and how much to previous lives? Who has 
not, in agonv, sometimes echoed the poet's 
soliloquy: "Me hiiikn I lived in some old 
world, and this is hell." Who remembers 
the first flvo years of his life? All our in- 
fancy is a blank. Who remembers all he 
said, saw or heard on any one day of list 
week? Yet we were as much ou' selves as 
infants as we are now in ma'uriti" 
I have 


lived nearlv fo ty-five years, y.'t alt that I 
can remembjr pei-tef'tly vi ould soarcoiy cover 
thirty com;>leti" diy-> of my existence, yet I 
was as much myself in the laixs parts of my 
life which I cannot remember, as in the 
present moment" 


"How came you to acquire this belief?" 
"I did not acquire it It was an inheritance. 


I brought th it much of my previous lives 
with me in memory. I cannot recall a tune 
when I did not believe in it As a child I 
used to shut my eyes and try very hard to 
remember something that seemed near to 
me, but could not become clear. But I be- 
lieve in pn>-oxi?tence as a matter of philoso- 
phy. 
It explains why man is here, without 


libeling natuw or God; it fixes the respon- 
sibility on man himself, without outraging 
justice, and it presents the strongest incentive 
for good actions." 


"You think, then, that man is, a free 


agent" 
"From the standpoint of pre-existence 


every human being 13 self-mada 
One can 


see thnt men are free to do as they will 
after they are created, hence it would seem 
that the ordinary theory of free will is cor- 
rect Then he reflects that men have noth- 
ing to do with their own creation; that some 
are created good and some bad, some wise 
and some foolish, some beautiful and some 
ugly, and that their good or bad qualities 
are inheritances. Then he is forced to be- 
lieve that man should b» neither credited 
nor condemned for qualities which he is not 
responsible for, but which were inherited 
from ancestors or were the gift or curse of 
the Creator. This process of rauoning will 
not only destroy all basis for belief in free 
will, but tends to weaken tl e commendation 
of good qualities or the condemnation of bad 
ones, since an individual is responsible for 
neither, if they were given him ia his crea- 
tion. Let us take Emerson, if you p'ease, as 
{he type of our best man of late yjars—mor- 
ally, intellectually, spiritually; and take 
Bender, the Kansas murderer, as the type 
of all that is brutal, ferocious and de- 
praved. Now, if those two men inherited 
their characters and qualities—if one was 
created good and the other bad—I do not seS 
why the one should1 be loved and praised and 
the other condemned!. It would seem thai 
Emerson was simply a very lucky man in 
the act of being borfi;- that he drew an ex- 
traordinary prize in the lottery" of creition, 
while Bender was unlucky in a remarkable 
degree, and is deserving of all sympathy. 
But I deny the tremendous libel on Dalty or 
on Nature, that some men are created good 
and some bad, without their own knowledge 
or consent 
The theory of preexistence ex- 


plains the whole case. Emerson was born 
into that state of mental, moral nnd spiritual 
elevation into which he had developed hixn- 
self through previous lives. He was, in a 
sense, his own creator. Bence all the honor 
given him is justly due him. Our natural 
feelings on thii, as on many other subjects, 
are' right Bender was what he had matte 
himself, hence the loathing for his character 
»just" 


"And genius, is it, too, self-m-ide»" 
"Self-developed, surely Indeed, the'strug- 


gles of genius in this world are to me a1 
strong proof oC pregxistence; The sddl that 
ha* partitolly developed its genius m a pre- 
vious life brings its longings and its pdwers 
tore, and through obstacles and de'eat fliids 
expression. 
No one lite could perfect a' 


genius of an* kind, and a universal genius; 
a man or woman who can do anything, is the 
result of a separate development of each 
talent, the perfecting of many industrious, 
aspiring lives." 


"Do you find anything in the scriptures 


corroborating yoivr belief?" 


"Yes, I tb.nk Jesus-understood it as he1 did 


many other bidden things, and allude J to' hte 
incarnation and preferistence in these words: 
'I came from the father^ and am come into- 
the world; I leave the world and go unto the' 
father.' 
Again when1 he" says, 'I can lay 


down my life and I can tah« it again.' And 
it seems that the people he1 lived among were 
believers -in the re-embodiment of certain 
ones, at least They were always looking for 
the return of the prophets in some new form. 
They said to Jeaus, 'Who art th u? Art 
thou Ellas? Art thou that great p ophetf " 


"What are the clews by which we cm guess 


what and who w» were in the past?" 


"We are our own clews—4ndex, preface and 


all the chapters are within ourselves. I be- 
lieve that when men clearly understand this, 
and think about it, each one's past existence 
will be an open book. Even now we have 
but little difficulty m knowing what a man 
is made of. There is a reason for every- 
thing, and whoa wo learn to read thn book of 
human nature aright, every virtue, vice, 
taste and prejudice will reveal its history, 
even as the history of a nation can be traced 
through its language." 


"You are a radical and original evolu- 


tionist!" 


"Yes, I believe to in evolution for the 


spirit of man which is a spiral progress 
through worlds. ThU earth is but one link 
in a mighty chain o£ worlds, 
I for ons be- 


lieve that the whole utarry heavens is the 
heritage of the human family." 


"Do you think rebirth a voluntary or com- 


pulsory matter?" 


"Both 
I believe that it is the law, just as 


death here is a great part of the law of 
nature. 
We mu-.t be born again and we 


want to be 
The impulse to livj pervades 


all matt r, seen and unseen. 
Life in the 


flesh means development It is the soul's 
battle ground. Here we win or lose. The 
form of man, which we have every reason to 
suppose is the same after he becomes disem- 
bodied as now, was certainly designed for a 
life of material activity. 
In the flesh again 


and again we must live and conquer, or live 
and fail to try it over and over until we do 
conquer." 


And yet this man who goes about with 


such traiK-ndous theories in his mind is a 
successful busiiK-s-i man, and fills hii place in 
the world as conscientiously as any worm of 
the dust who never dreamed that he was to 
iauerit so vast a kingdom as the universe.

I ST. Louis, May 26.-Maxwell Is dis- 
tinctly gaining in public sympathy. It is 
not Maxwell who is making the gain; his 
constitutional tendency to He, his Inor- 
dinate vanity, which blazed his trail 
across the continent, his flippant and uu- 
leellng conduct, preclude any progress in 
this direction. Neither are his attorneys 
by any act of tbe4r original conception 
.fcreailijg sentiment for him. 
Only a few 


cl the many opportunities thrown in 
their way have been at all effectively 
used, The defense have been bolstered 
kin this regard from a direction least to be 
expected. 
They have won sympathy In 


epitc of their client and themselves. 


The prosecution won it for them. The 


prosecution bin e overreached themselves 
and are piling np sentiment for the pris- 
oner. They have proved his best friends. 
To-day the eves that were bent on the 
little defendant were kindlier thun they 
ever hiul oeen. 


They were kindled bv the same senti- 


ment that causes a tonch of pity when 
the meanest man who is down is kicked, 
£tid that abhors the leading of a dog into 
a trap. 


To an outside observer their attitude 


has not been based on the dignity of the 
Jaw, which says 
let 
justice be doYie 


though the heavens fall, but rather, Max- 
well must be handed by hook or by croon; 
not that the law must bo vindicated, but 
that the prosecution must be glorified. 
The pursuit of the peison has taken the 
place of the punishment ol tho criminal. 


Maxwell stood condemned Monday 


by the weight ol circumstantial evidence 
which appaicntly was unoontrovertible. 
It was a case so strong that doubt could 
scarcely enter the mind. The case might 
have rested there Tvith assurance of a 
verdict. Trickery was brought in to add 
strength to strength and the result was 
weakness. 


In a certain sense the use of Detective 


McCuliough was a confession of weak- 
ness, iu that it \\as an attempt by doubt- 
ful and dishonest means to add to what 
Ttas already honestly strong. 


Tho leaction in iavor of the prisoner 


was visible Ineverylace. Vindictiveness 
and trickiness can not compare with the 
spirit ol fairness. 


To-day the prosecution went a step 


further and placed another lever in the 
haiuis of the defense 
They refused to 


put on the- stand a witness who is pro. 
siimcd to be one of the bulwarks of tho 
prosecution. What their object is can 
not be guessed, unless it be viewed in the 
light of an attempt to place the defense 
at a disadvantage. If this be the purpose, 
it is another evidence of trickery, which 
is the opposite of the characteristics 
which are popularly believed to belong 
to the representatives of the law. It em- 
phasized the attitude ol the prosecution. 


As if to add as much as possible to 


this disadvantage Judge Van Wagoner 
refused to hear any argument on the de- 
mand of the defense that tbe witness be 
brought into court by the prosecution or 
by the Court. 
) 'The action of prosecntion and Court 
from the standpoint of pnblic sentiment 
was worth more than the testimony could 
ever have been, and the defense could not 
have asked for more than what the prose- 
cution and the Court unwittingly gave 
them. 
i Mr. Pauntleroymade tho most effective 
point that has yet been scored for his 
client, and when the court adjourned 
Maxwell stood in astronger position than 
he ever did since fie beginning of the 
trial. 
1 It Is a position that no accused man 
n\ith the case he has against him Is en- 
titled to. 
i Sometimes the blunders of the opposi- 
tion are worth more than the brilliancy 
of an advocate. 
i What the effect is on the jury it would 
be difficult to tell. Judged by outside 
effect it appears that their sympathlBs 
arc strengthened toward the prisoner, 
but'then there is a terrible array ol facts 
to dampen sympathies. 


As to Maxwell himself he has regained 


the greater part of his former compos- 
ure. Only now and theu the feverish anx- 
iety for his own safety is shown in his 
lace and actions and the hunted look 
creeps into his eyes. 


Yesterday he evidently lelt the strength- 


ening of his position with the pnblic, 
and in his shallow view ol life and at- 
tainments, it is in the public, its com- 
ments, attentions, pity 01 condemnation 
that he finds the prompting of his moods. 


The Attorneys For the Prosecution Best 


I 
Their Case. 


ST. Louis, May 25.—The court moved 


ivith greater dispatch than usual this 
morning, and after the disposing of the 
cases on the docket the jury in the Max- 
well case was brought in shortly after 
the opening hour. 


The first witness called was Michael J. 


Kennetlck, a Ueputy-shcrlB. 


"Arc jou acquainted.with the defend- 
ant'" 


"Yes, sir." 
"Do yon remember taking him into the 


circuit attoruev's ollice?" 


"Yes." 
"DiO you take any one else with him?" 
'•No." 
"\Vas any one there?" 
"Yes, two gentlemen; one I under- 


stood to bo Mi. Brooks, of Ensland, and 
the other ncntleiivin I Old not know." 


The witness said he understood that 


Mr. Biooks was the prisoner's father, 
mul described the meetina between the 
two. 
lie s.Ucl the elder man commenced 


to cry, and the two spoKe together. 


Mr. Fauntleroy was on his feet iu a 


moment, and said the defense admitted 
all this, and there was no occasion for 
the prosecution to drag out the sorrow of 
the prisoner's gray-haired father in the 
plan- of publicity. 


Mr. Clover said he wanted to prove that 


this w as the first time the prisoner had 


thrown aside all disguises and had ac- 
knowledged that his name was Brooks. 


Mr. Fauntleroy said he had admitted it 


to a reporter. 


"But he denied it," added Mr. Clover. 
After farther discussion the prosecu- 


tion accepted the admission and dropped 
the witness. 


Mr. Martin asked if the meeting had 


not taken place by arrangement of the at- 
torneys for the prosecution. 


The witness said he didn't know. 
"Wasn't that the most affectionate 


meeting you ever saw?" asked Mr,Martin, 
and when the question was greeted with 
laughter he said he could prove it by all 
who saw it, even by such a cold-hearted 
man asMacDonald. 


The witness was doubtful on this point 


and was excused. 


Tho clothing identified by Tracey as 


found in Maxwell's possession at Auck- 
land, the cut shirts, the drawers, etc., 
and the pair of drawers found on the 
body of Preller were also offered in evi- 
dence. The trunks, field-glasses, valises, 
hat box, diamond ring, watches, writing 
paper and everything Introduced here- 
tofore, but not offered in evidence, were 
offered by Mr. MacDonald. 
All the ar- 


ticles and objects which were in any way 
connected with the tragedy were brought 
out and handed to the jurors for inspec- 
tion. 
They were inspected with morbid 


curiosity by the people who were in court 
for the first time and had not seen them 
before. 


At this point the attorneys lor the State 


rested their case. 


Mr. Fauntleroy obtained the floor at 


once. He said he expected the State to 
put the coroii'er on the stand to testify as 
to the post-mortem examination. 
He 


said there had been many surprises In the 
case and this was one of them. 
Every 


one knew that a careful post-mortem had 
been made by an expert medical man. It 
was an ex parte investigation. No one 
represented the defendant and there was 
no one to bring a report of the post- 
mortem. 
The indictment stated that 


Preller had come to his death in a cer- 
tain way, and now there is no evidence 
showing how he came to his death. This 
is the first time, he said, in his fifteen 
years' experienca that the prosecution 
had suppressed important evidence which 
was the evidence of the prosecution. 
It 


may be that the coroner discovered by 
his examination that Prelier came to 
his 
death 
by natural 
causes, and 


the cause of his death should be brought 
out in court. Dr. J. C. Nklelet's name is 
signed to the coroner's report and he is 
an important witness. It is as much the 
duty of the prosecuting attorneys to pro- 
tect the defendant as to see to Use inter- 
ests of the State, He should be account- 
e,cl innocent and not guilty, as the prose- 
cution hold him. Dr. Nidclet is the pros- 
ecution's witness and should be called by 
them, and not by the dfefendant, as if 
the defendant called him they would be 
bound by his testimony and would be cut 
off from cross-examination. Hedemand- 
ed that the Court order the prosecution 
to produce the witness in court. 


Judge Van Wagoner said that such an 


order would, in his opinion, be extra 
judicial, and it would be outside the 
pro\ince of the Court to issue It. 


Mr. I'auntlcroy asked for time to pro- 


duce authority ou the subject, but the 
Court said that the question had been de- 
cided. Mr. Fauntleroy took exception. 


Mr. Fauntleroy wanted the Court to 


call the witness on its own account. 


The Judge peremptorily refused. 
Mr. Fauntleroy continued; the Court 


told him it did not want to hear him. 


Mr. Fauntleroy insisted and the Court 


insisted, and the Court finally won. Mr. 
Fanntleroy asked for only ten minute:- to 
argue the point, but was refused. 


The Court asked if the defense was 


ready to proceed, and Mr. Fauntleroy 
asked first if an adjournment could 
not 


be taken qntll the hour for opening the 
afternoon session, and afterward changed 
his request, asking for adjournment until 
to-morrow. 


The Court granted the request and ad- 


journed 
until 
ten o'clock to-morrow 


morning. The defense wanted this time 
to consult on the surprising actions of 
the prosecution. 


BNDEB MOB RULE. 


Destructive Results of a Labor Proces- 


sion in Canada, 


TORONTO, Can., May tfc—For over 


three hours last night thnf city was un- 
der mob rule. Word was received by 
the Knights of Labor that omnibuses 
from Kingston for the use of the street 
railroad strikers would arrive here be- 
tween six and seven o'clock, and a large 
crowd went to meet them, accompanied 
by a brass band. 
On their arrival the 


omnibuses were driven slovvjy through 
the prinoipal streets, the crowd gradual- 
ly increasing in number until nearly two 
thousand 
persons were following 
in 


procession. 
Every 
street 
car 


met 
on 
the 
route 
was 
at- 


tacked with bricks and stones. Passen- 
gers, drivers and conductors were in- 
jured, and the wildest uproar was kept 
up, the police being powerless to do any 
thing. Between thirty and forty street 
cars were wrecked in that way and are 
now lying in the company's sheds. 
Such 


a scene has seldom, if ever, been wit- 
nessed in Toronto. Fortunately, so far 
as ascertained, no person wa« dangerous- 
ly injured. Had not the Knights of Labor 
broken up the procession much more se- 
rious results would have followed. 


Home-Bale Meeting In Chicago. 


CHICAGO, May 26.—Fully ten thousand 


people attended the 
Irish" Home-Eule 


meeting in Battery D armory last night. 
Governor Oglesby, who presided at the 
meeting, was escorted to the hall by the 
Hibernian Rifles one! the Clan-na-guel 
Guards as a guard of honor.

Chicago with responsibility for the recent 
outrages of the Anarchist element. 


A cablegram was sent to Mr. Parnell 


expressing admiration for Mr. Parnell 
and his associates for their areless ef- 
forts, and appreciation of the services ren- 
dered by Mr. Gladstone to liberty and hu- 
manity by the introduction of his bill to 
restore the legislative independence of 
Ireland. 


Governor Oglesby, Mr. Alexander Sul- 


livan, Hon. Wirt Dexter jnd Hon. John 
F. Finerty were the principal speakers. 


At the close of the meeting Alderman 


Sheridan sang the Irish National anthem,

A resolution by Mr. Call was agree 1 to in- 
stractlng the committee on n ival nff.iiiji to 
Inquire and report as to the necessity of 
equipping the nnvy-yfird ftt Warrenton, near 
Ptmsaeoln; also of the construction of *ti'«l 
crulsera there, and whether ?WO,ooo slimild 
not be appropriated to bejjln work Immedi- 
ately on such vessels. 


A bill was passed authorizing: the Treasury 
Department to credit Chester A. Arthur and 
Wm H Rober^on with certain sums stolen 
from the customs funds while those gentle- 
men were collectors of customs at .New 
York. 
The Senate then took up and passed the 


bill forfeiting nil lands of the Atlantic * l^a- 
ciflo Railroad Couipanv, except the right of 
way adjacent to and co-terminus with the 
uncompleted portion of the road. 
The Senate toolc up the bill heretofore re- 
ported by Mr. Sewell from the committee on 
pensions ''to amend the pension laws by In- 
creasing the pensions of soldiers and suilors 
who have lost an arm or leg In the service." 
The bill gives J30 a month to soldiers and 
sailors who lost one foot or hund In the ser- 
vice, ISO to those who lost an arm above the 
elbow or a leg above the knee; S45 a month 
to those who tost an arm at the shoulder 
joint or H leg at the hip Joint." 
Mr. Sewcll estlm.itud tlmt the bill would 
Increase tbe pension list by $1,694,792 per 
year. 
An amendment offered by Mr. Miller ex- 
tending the cash provision to those whose 
legs had been amputated so near tbe hip 
joint as to prevent the wearina of an artifi- 
cial limb, was agreed to, and as amended 
tho bill was passed. 
Private pension cases were brought np for 
consideration, and during the debate Mr. 
Ingnlls created a sensation by protesting 
against Commissioner Black of the Pensio.a 
Bureau enjoying a pension of $100 a month 
while he, as Mr. InsalU contended, Is en- 
paged In impeding and preventing the grant- 
Ing of pensions to -others Jnat as deserving 
Mr. IngtiUs declared that tho pension wus 
granted on false pretenses, an'l he de- 
nounced General Black us "that impostor," 
repeating the epithet several times, and say • 
Ing he fully appreciated the force and effect 
of his words. He said that General Black, a 
conspicuous beneficiary of the pension sys- 
tem, was using all bis power and influence 
to persuade the President to veto small pen- 
sions to deserving men. Mr. Ingalls assert- 
ed that General Black had slandered his 
predecessor. He added that one or the first 
nets of Commissioner Black was to stop the 
pension of a constituent of his (Xngillls) 
named Robinson, who was totally blindfrom 
wonntls, and that Secretary Lamar, after In- 
quiry, restored tbe pension. 
Mr Voorhees defended General Black, and 
read the report of the committee allowing 
the pension to show that ne (Block) did not 
ask (or tlM a month, but that that sum was 
nltowc I as a recognition of his distinguished 
service. Mr. Voorhefia s.ild It it was any 
gratHicntlon to Mr Injalls tD abuse and de- 
nounce a crippled veteran, a wreck of a 
man, he mluht enjoy It, thut he (Voorhees) 
would not have t lose words on his tongue 
for any consideration. 


Mr. LogMn would nod snv that General 
riack was not entitled to the pension He 
hoped, ho»evur, th.it tho Pension Office 
would be administered in sympathy with 
wounded soldiers 
Mr. Cockerel! earnestly defended the com- 
mittee on pensions, lie saUl tho Senator 
from Kansas hud gone ont of his way to 
make a personal onslaught on General 
Blnck, and h.id fried to create the false im- 
pression that these claimants who camo to 
Congress foi1 relief 
were persons whose 
claims had been rejected by tho present 
Commissioner of Pensions. 
Mr Voorhees warmly defended General 


Blnclc. Ho had known him, he said, since 
IJlnck was a boy of nineteen, when he brofce 
away from college to go Into the army. 
General lilnok's military services had been 
exceptionally brilliant. Mr. Voojhees saw 
General Black "when the pension was ap- 
glled for, and he did not conceive It possl- 
le for a human being, wonnded as Black 
was, to live. He was theu wasted to a skele- 
ton; blood poisoning was ravaging Ma whole 
system; bones had Been cut from his arms, 
and a similar operation was threatened as 
to his legs. Mr. Voorhees bad often left his 
side despairing of ever seeing him alive 
again. He (Voorheea) held himself responsi- 
ble 
to answer for the Justice and pro- 
priety of the pension, anywhere and every- 
where. It 
had 
nos 
been 
obtained 
under false pretenses. General Black was 
to-day performing his duties, while open 
rnnning wounds from shattered bones were 
draining him of his strength, Those who 
know General Black best would hear with 
Sain the remarks made by the Senator from 
anaas. Not that their opinion of General 
Black would be changed, but because a 
Senator used his position thm to speak of a 
man who was helpless to strike back in his 
own person. 
Mr. Ingalls said be did not stand here to 
disparage the valor or courage of General 
Black, bnt merely asserted tnat that officer 
had received his present pension up'on alle- 
gations that did not exist, and that do not 
exist to-day. As to General Black's wounds, 
Mr. Ingalls remarked that no pension could 
be too large for these wonnds. It was not 
of the largeness of the pension that he com- 
plained No man coula be paid with $100 a 
month for being torn by shot and shell. 
What Mr Ingalls complained of was, that 
having obtained that pension upon these 
pretexts, "Jno. Charles Black" should have 
signalized his advent Into tbe place he bow 
held by protests against tho payment of 
smaller pensions to men who were as great- 
ly disabled as himself. He (General Black) 
stood to-day co-operating with the Presi- 
dent of the United Status in vetoing little 
measures of relief at eleht dollars per 
month to private soldiers who codtd not se- 
cure sufficient evidence to establish their 
claim before the Peisloc Olllce. Be (Mr. 
Ingalls) protested against .John Charles 
Black enjoying a pension of $100 a month 
upon pretexts that did not exist, and at the 
same time aalng tbe efforts ot hts great 
office to prevent tbe payment of pensions 
that had baen lawfully provided for. One of 
his first official acts had been to suspend 
payment of a pension to a citizen ot 
Kansas who, for nineteen years had 
not seen the light of the eon nor the 
face of wife or child—a poor wretch doomed 
to perpetnal darkness and Isolation—whose 
pension, in any event, was tventy-eteht dol- 
lars a month less than that received by John 
Charles Blaolt though Mr. Btaek could write 
his name with his disabled hand. So plain 
was the case that Secretary Lamar ordered 
It to be paid In spite of the protest ot John 
Charles Black, Mr. Ingalls, in the name of 
the disabled soldiers of tbe Republic, pro- 
tested against that Impostor—he repeated It 
with u full knowledge of what the word 
meanl^tbat Imposter, who was receiving a 
pension to which be was not entitled by 
virtue ot any disability, and who bad used 
his position ever since be had been In It to 
slander and revile his predecessor. 
Mr. Voorhees replied that It was well 
known that Mr Ingalls was at bis best when 
extravagant, when confined by no close or 
accurate lines That Senator had felt com- 
pelled to Insist on his statements as to Gen- 
eral Klack's intellectual capacity having 
been weakened, when there was no state- 
ment made to that effect. Mr Voorhees, In 
support of the statement, had the clerk read 
General Black's application for a pension, 
and the report of the Senate committee re- 
ferring to that application. Alluding to 
Geni-i.il Buck's woun Is, Mr Voorhees said 
that to nis ilaj these wounds had to be 
flaily dieted by a physician If the Senator 
from Kansas lelt any pride in assaulting a 
man who was suffering as General Black 
was, let the Senator enjoy It, but it was 
totnllv and absolutely unjust. 
The urgent deficiency report was sub- 
mitted, and Mi motion of Mr Allison agreed 


The Bankruptcy bill was taken up and de-
